City of Seamen tobe found upon occaſion, and the back- 
wardneſs of ſuch as were found to enter the. ſervice; a 
thing ſo ſtrange as was never heard of in Exzgland before 
theſe Tricks; and one would thick all Honour and Ho- 
neſty had-deſerted our Coaſts, when theſe things could 
be ſo openly aCted, yet ſo little regarded by the Navy-

And that the ſaid Commiffioner 
of Portſmouth was thus engaged in ſaving thoſe Rogues 
that had wrong'd the King, from Juſtice, is eaſily to be 
colle&ted from the Note of Charges, in relation to that 
- Fourney, being drawn upon him from the aforeſaid At- 
torney ; which Note is now to be ſeen in the Admiral- 
ty Office. Information of the fame Matter was after- 
wards brought to the Kzneg's-Berch-Bar z ſome time be- 
fore which, by cunning Intrigues, it was brought about : 
that Mr. Trevcr ſhould: be no-fariher concern'd in the 
Proſecution z but another perſon was found out fit for 
that place, who was both wholly ignorant of the PaQs,. 
and eafie to be wrought upon; and then when'the Tryal 
eame on, the Commiſſioners of the Navy appear'd in a 
Body on behalf of the Criminals; where it was moſtim- 
pudently aſſerted, that the Goods that had been embez- 
led, were but Loansout of His Majelſties Stores; _ 
| LS: 
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the perſons in whoſe hands thoſeGoods were found, were - 
private Traders, and no ways concern'd in ſhipping. At 
this time it fortun'd, bur how is not yet known, that di- 
vers. Gentlemen, who were ſubpena'd, in order to prove 
the FaQs, were forgot , and never called ; and having 
this advantage the Commiſſioners made their moſt on'r, 
and prevail'd with the Jury toacquit the Ators,though 
themſelves had formerly own'd the Crimes betore the 
Lords of the Admiralty. There being ſuch apparent Jug- 
ling 1n matters ſo foul, what wonder was 1t that perſons 
of untaintzd Honour and Loyalty, withdrew themſelves 
from ſerving longer at the Admiralty-Board, where they. 
were in danger of ſeeing their own Reputation ſhip- 
wreckt by the Injuſtice of ſome in the ſameCommilſſion! 
Or what wonder was it that ſubordinate Officers grew 
tearful of complaining and informing, whea their Supe - 
riors did ſo openly Encourage, Uphold and Protect Vil- 
lains, and with ſuch earneſtneſs and violence Perſecute 
che Diſcoverers;nor was it any wonder that Rogues and 
Villains took heart, believing this their proper time to 
proſper and be ſecure in. | 


A farther Inſtance how well his Majeſty has been ſer- 
ved, and the Intereſt of the Natioz promoted, during 
theſe Wars, we may find in the Caſe of Everett the 
Shipwright : This man having detetted many Frauds 
and Embezzlemeats iu the K/ng*s Tards, Voluntarily 
madea Propoſal to the Lords of the Admiralty, whereby 
toſave His Majeſty 100000 /. per arnum, 11 mattrers 
relating to Building and Repairing the Roya! Navy. 
The Propoſal was atterwards publiſh'd, and Dedicated 
to His Majeſty and both Houſes. of - Parliament ; and 


was. 
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was highly approved by many Noble Perſons, particu- 
larly his Grace the Duke of Leeds, as alſo by the Lard 
Mayor and Court of Aldermen, by Sir Ralph Delavad, - 
the Lord Barkky, and the then Lord Dalby, &c. Like- 
wiſe the Maſter and Afﬀiſtance of the Company of Free 
Shipwrizhts did approve the ſame Propoſal. Nay, the 
Lords of the Admiralty, though not at firſt diſcerning 
the advantage of the ſaid Propoſal, did itrenuoully op- 
poſe it; yet in conclufion ſignified their approbation 
thereof ; but before they complied they did occaſion E- 
wverert to walt near Three Years, For albeit Everer 
gave 1n his Propoſal to their Honouts March i592. yet 
he was not permitted an Hearing till the 8:4 of Hebrua, 
ry foſtowing ; at which 1ime the Comm:ſioners of | the 
Navy being preſent, did ſo tifly oppoſe the {aid Pro- 
poſal, thar rhe Lords of the Adm:ralty thought fir to 
throw it cut. Being thus diſappointed, Everert know - 
ing his Intentions to be Honeſt, and being unwalling 
tobe hinder'd from ſerving his King and Countrey, 
humbly preſeared his ſaid Propoſa/ to His Majeſty in 
Council ; and His Majeſty was pleas'd, by Order of 
Council, bearing date the 22d of 4/arc4 1692. to refer 
the ſame Propoſal to the Lords of the Aamiraity; and 
thatſaid Order of Council, with the Propo/al of Eve- 
reft, Was laid before the Lords of the Admirelts, the 
26th aitto, Aﬀeer that Mr, Everett paid his attendance 
on, and made ſeveral Motions to their - onovrs ro be 
heard upon his Propoſal, he was, April 24. 1694. re- . 
ferr'd to the Commſſtorors of the Ne-y; upon whom 
woring, wes told his Propoſal was Nonſenſe; and was 
likewiſe threaten'd with an Aion of Defamation, if 
he gid not ſpeedily depart from it.
